Turned I/ooce in :ui Orelmrd to Save 


It from Invading GrnsHlioppera. 
W. E. Birmingham, of Oakland, a Ic'v 


years ago purchased a large tract oE 
land in the river bottom below Pollas- 


, and has since put out over 18,000 


fruit trees. There was a small orchard 
on the place when he purchased it, and 
these older tree5! are in full bearing, 
while peach trees but three and four 
years old have borne large crops. The 
soil is deep silt, and very fertile. Mr 
Birmingham put in a large gasoline en- 
gine aiicl pump, and puinps water from 
;he San Joaquin river to irrigate with.

As their wings are not 
large enough to enable them to indulge 
the disposition so prevalent in both 
man and animal to hurry qn to other lo- 
calities in search of greener or better 
pastures, they just hop and crawl upon 
the trees and vines, and eat, and eat,

He was joined by his sis- 
ter in Belgium, and they at once starV 
ed for America,

THE TRUSTS. 


Tinkering with the tarig puts mill- 


ions in the coffers of the trusts. The 
MoKlnley tariff, which was in force for 
three years, did not materially benefit 
thev.ool growers. The price of_wool 
in the San Francisco market was no 
higher while the MoKinley act was in 
force than it had been before the pass- 
ago of that act. Importers and manu- 
facturers had their warehouses filled 
with wool before the act went into 
effect and they alone profited by the 
increased duty on wool. 
The wool 


growers rarely, if ever, dispose of their 
crop directly to the manufacturer. 
They sell to a commission merchant, 
who doubtless has an understanding 
with the manufacturer and knows that 
he will not interfere with his business. 
This places the grower at a disadvan- 
tage, but he cannot help himself, as he 
must sell to the middleman or not sell 
at all. Now the warehouses are filled 
with wool in anticipation of the pass- 
oge of the tariff bill and it is extremely 
doubtful if the wool grower gets two 
cents a pound more for hie wool next 
year, notwithstanding the high tariff, 
than he did this year with wool on the 
free list, though the price of woolen 
clothing is certain to advance. 


The McKinley act put raw sugar on 


the free list, as the frr.mers of the bill 
held that the poor man's breakfast 
should not be taxed. Now the same 
party and many of the same men who 
voted for free sugar six years ago, place 
a bigh tariff on sugar. This is not in 
the interest of beet sugar growers, as 
they, according to their own admis- 
sions, were deriving large profits from 
the money invested under the Wilson 
tariff, but it is done solely and PX 
clnsively in the interest of the sugar 
trust, which seems to have absolute 
sway in Congress. The trust no>« IIBS 
sugar enough on hand to supply Ibe 
demand for a year or two. It will 
make a profit estimated at $20,000,000 
on this sugar, of which the Govern- 
ment will not receive a cent, as it was 
admitted free of duty. 


These instances, which are only two 


of many that might be cited, show that 
much of our tariff legislation is for tfio 
benefit of the trusts. The Government 
derives very little revenue from it for 
the reaodu that it is changed to a 
greater or less extent by every admin- 
istration and the trusts toke advantage 
of every change to make money for 
themselves. What the country needs is 
a reasonable and permanent tariff act 
that will produce sufficient revenue for 
the support of the Government aud 
which will foster certain industries 
the growth of which will benefit tbe 
general public As it is only the trusts 
are benefitted to any great extent by 
the changes in tariff schedules, vvlnie 
th9 people are taxed fully as inucli AS 
if the full tariff levied on every article 
w is paid into the public treasury. 
The consumer has to pay the taiiti' 
iate for what he purchases [and the dif- 
ference g09S to the trusts, not to the 
Goverumnnt. 


MAJOB TEBRELL, a negro, criminally

Jerusalem and to re-establish the Jew- 
ish nation m Palestine. Dr. Theodore 
Hertzl, au Austrian litterateur, and one 
of the prime movers in the scheme, has 
called a convention for next month in 
Switzerland to consider the ways and 
means of best accomplishing the ob- 
ject. It is supposed that as long as an 
annual tribute is paid the Turk, tho 
Sultan will allow the Israelites to s<it- 
1le without molestation. 


THE plan recently advanced in the 


upper house of the National Legislatuie 
by Senator Tillman of South Carolina 
to impose a head tax of $100 upon every 
immigrant to the end that American 
labor may be better protected against 
the assaults of the army of Ion wages 
from foreign lands, has merit in it, aud 
some moiisure, having for its object the 
greater restriction of immigration, will 
undoubtedly beforp long be enacted by 
Congress into a law. 


THE St. Louis papers are askiug the 


country to give their city credit for 
having in one year obliterated all traces 
of the $ia,000,000 tornado which swept 
it in 1896, and the credit is more de- 
ierved becauso at the time so much 
praise was given to tho wind for nearly 
obliterating St. Louis.

Fabulous Wenltli. 


A stoiy rivaling ia intensity the fab- 


ulous wealth of Monte Christo is re- 
lated by passengers of the the little 
steamer Excelsior, which has just 
arrived at San Francisco from St.'Mich- 
aftls, Alaska. Millions upon millions 
of virgin gold, according to tho story 
await the fortunate miner who has the 
hardihood and courage to penetrate in- 
to tho unkown depths of the Yukon 
district. 


There was tangible evidence on the 


little steamer of the truth of the story 
by tho travelers, for in the cabin were 
scores of sacks filled to tho very mouth 
with "dust" taken from the placers of 
the far frozen north. 
The amount 


brought ia is variously estimated at 
from $5011,000 to $750,000. -There came 
on the Excelsior some forty people, 
among them a few women, from what 
is now known as the Clondyke district, 
though only fifteen oE these had been 
actually engaged in mining, There 
were among them meu who bad been 
for more than ten years facing the dan- 
gers and hardships of the frozen north 
in hopes of making u rich find, but 
who signally failed. 


But now they come back with fort- 


unes stowed in their grip sacks and un- 
told millions to be picked up in the 
country of which so little is known. 


The new Eldorado lies just across the 


Alaskan boundary in British territory, 
it ia of recent discovery but already 
there are at least 3,000 people on the 
ground and more are flocking in that 
direction as fast as transportation can 
be secured. The discovery of tho Clon- 
dyka regions presents a story that is 
uniquely interesting. 
Around! Forty 


Mile Camp oa the Yukon is a tribe of 
Indians known as the Stickers and with 
thorn is a man who years ago was known 
as George Cormack, but who is now 
called "Stick George." la September 
last at the head of a party of ludians 
he left his hut near "Forty Mile camp 
and staited in a southerly direction, 
saying that he intended to find a new 
gold field before his return 
Ho came 


back two weeks later and startled the 
miners with the announcement that 40 
miles away there was gold to be found 
in plenty. 


The streams abound in the yellow 


metal and nil that was needed was for 
someone to pick it up. Many persons 
flocked to the place, aad in time word 
reached Forty Mile camp that untold 
riches could be found along the bottom 
of Bonanza craek aad its tributaries. 
Men who had failed at the former 
camp immediately picked up belong- 
ings and set out for new fields. It was 
a hard and trying journey, but that 
was nothing with the promisa of mil- 
lions at the end of the route.

The following preamble and resolu- 


tion was adopted at the Trans-Missis- 
sippi Congress at Salt LaJco ontbe'lSth 
instant: 


WHEEEAS, The Trans-Mississippi Con- 


gress has at its last aix sessions de- 
clared in favor of tho free and unlim- 
ited coinage of both gold and silver at 
the ratio of 16 to I, and, 


WHEREAS, Saeh action by this Con- 


gress has proved almost a potential 
factor in arousing the nation to the 
necessity of a return to its former wiso 
and beneflcient coinage system, the 
success of which efforts calls for re- 
doubled energy in that behalf on oar 
part, therefore, 


Be ie Resolved, That we heartily com- 


mend tho action of President McKin- 
ley in appointing n committee to try to 
securei an international agreement and 
most earnestly hope that success may 
crown their efforts. We further affirm 
that such efforts are proof of the fail- 
ure of the gold standard to advance 
the interests and prosperity of the 
American people and of tho fact that 
the restoration of bimetallism is al- 
most universally demanded by them. 


Resolved, That whila we favor tho Cr63 


coinage of gold nnd silver through in- 
ternational agreement _at tho rulio'of 


% or 16 to 1, if it can be secured, yet 


efforts in behalf *oC such an agreement 
afford no reason for tho American 
people to cease their endeavors in be- 
half of independent bimetallism on the

the little village of Laurens, in the state 
of South Carolina, tlierc~HveCl unit la- 
jored at the tailor's trade a young' man

part in the affairs of tlie nation.

Andrew Johnson left his home in 


North Carolina by reason of trouble 
with hi& employer, and went to the

nltru-exclusivc and aristocratic 


iliagc of Lnurens. lie had no influen- 
tial family connections, and was as 
poor aa tho Irach'tioiial church mouse, 
liis worldly possessions consisting only 
of the clothes he wore.

quainted with the social conditions of 
the ante-bellum couth, the difficulties 
incident to obtaining recognition by a 
man handicapped as Jolm&on was can 
readily bo imagined. 
The sterling1 


worth cT L'ue , ounjj tailor, however, 
made iicclf felt, and demanded (ho ad- 
miration and respect soon accorded 
him even by those who wui-o wont to 
consider one not to the manner born dc-

Soon after reaching' Lnurens Johnson

When It is melted sth 
in one tablespoonfnl of flour, then add 
one-half cupful of the strained liquid, in 
which the sweetbreads were boiled and 
half a cupful of cream.
